Civil Engineers' Association, held in 
Columbus tnia week. J. C. Oronley 
read an excellent paper on the sub- 
ject; of "The Wnrk of the County 
Engineer." The Ohio State Journal of 
yesterday says concerning it: 


"J. 0 Oronley, of Lima, read a 


paper on "The Work of the County

country roads was considered by him 
one of the most important problems 
likely to be aiscusstd by the associa- 
tion. 2Jot a mile of pike in any 
county of the state ought to be built 
except according to the plans and 
specifications and under the direction 
of a competent civil engineer. Allen 
couoty had 510 miles of pike. A dl- 
scription was given of tbe diteMng of 
tbe Ottawa river at Lima to relieve 
the paJlution of the stream. The 
piper also discussed the subjects of 
ditching, bridge building and good 
surveying." 


"C- S. Varney, of Cleveland, chair- 


man of the committee on legislation, 
being absent, the report was made by 
J O. Cronley, of Lima, a member of 
the committee. The committee ex- 
pressed themselves as opposed to the 
Terrene law, and in favor of licensing 
engineers by a State law, so that only 
those who were competent would be 
allowed to- practice the profession of 
civil engineering

C. 2852 to 27H7. According to Chinese 
tradition, Fuhbi was no less a person- 
age than the Xoah of tho Scriptures, 
who, after leaving his ark ou Mount 
Ararat, traveled cast and fonuciod tbe 
Chinese empire. Chiniiso hisiory assorts 
that several of t!:c-ir t:srly inonarctis 
ruled for over u erntury each; ono r;;ipu- 
ing over China for H5 years, another 
for 102, another for 100, ami KO on. It 
is considered probable by historians that 
these figures represent rather dynasties 
than the reigns of individual sovereigns. 
China has had in almost direct descent-, 
with no more than two or three breaks 
iu the history of tho royal family, '33 
sovereigns, 92 emperors. 2 Tartar rulars, 
G Mogul emperors and *1 empresses.

At his 
death, a few years ago, tho family, like 
many of these who formerly resided iu 
Greenwich village, removed to the up- 
per part of the city, and the building 
has since ceased to be inhabited by oua 
family.—Sew York Mail and Express.

Clover robs the wheat of moisture, 


writes GL W. Ridings of Illinois in the 
journal previously quoted from. How- 
ever, he does all his clover seeding with 
winter wheat. He says: 


"There is but one way in which the 


yonug clover could possibly injuriously 
affect tha growing wheat a"5d that 
would be by robbing it of naoistnre and 
plant food. But if seeded in March the 
plant attains bat a slight growth before 
the wheat is matured. It begins to show 
itself tba latter part of April, and by 
tbe last of June the wheat is ready for 
the harvester. During this period, as a 
rule, there is DO lack of rain and mois- 
ture, and we need fear nothing on that 
score. How about tbe elements cpon 
which it lives? In the first place the 
wheat is a shallow feeder; even if plant- 
ed deeply it will throw ont feeding 
roots near the surface of the ground 
while the old and lower roota will die. 
On the other hand, the clover starts 
downward at once to liberate and bring 
up the elements stored in the subsoil. 
Then again the clover draws its supply 
of nitrogen at this period of its growth 
almost exclusively from the a*r. Its 
chief value as a fertilizing crop lies in 
the power of accumulating nnd storing 
tbe free nitrogen of the atmosphere for 
future tise, and as nitrogen is necessary 
for the growth of the wheat, both us a 
direct food and also as an aid iu liberat- 
ing the elements in the soil, such as pot- 
ash, phosphoric acid, etc., upon which 
the wheat feeds, the question arises.
